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Hundreds of job to 
go at food company

ALMOST 500 workers 
face redundancy after a 
food company announ¬ 
ced it will close the 
abattoir and butchery at 
its Haverhill pork pro¬ 
cessing plant. 

Vion Food Group, which 
took over the Grampian 
Country Food Group last 
June, has announced that 
as many as 470 out of the 
800 employees at the Little 
Wratting site face the axe. 

Vion said it was restructuring 
its abattoir and sliced cooked 
meats operations at its plants in 
Haverhill and Malton, Yorkshire 
to create “centres of excellence” 
that will “optimise production 
efficiencies”. 

The company is proposing to 
close its abattoir, butchery, and 
some elements of its retail 
operations in Haverhill and 
transfer these to Malton. 

Vion proposes to transfer all 
cooked meats operations curr¬ 
ently based at its Malton site to 
Haverhill. It said this will allow 
the Haverhill business to focus on 
cooked meats production and 
processing. 

As a consequence of the pro¬ 
posed changes, there is the 
possibility of redundancies at 
both plants. 

Alasdair Cox, director of 
corporate affairs, said: “Due to 
increasingly competitive press¬ 
ures from the marketplace, we 
must continually look to opt¬ 
imising our production facilities

to ensure sound foundations for 
the development of our UK 
business. 

“In creating dedicated facilities 
at Malton and Haverhill, we will 
be investing in both plants to 
build the business. 

“We regret the need for these 
changes and have informed our 
employees and their union 
representatives of our commit¬ 
ment to consult with them. 

“The commitment from the 
teams at Haverhill and Malton 
has never been in question.” 


Cllr Les Ager, Haverhill mayor, 
said: “For that many people to 
lose their jobs is terrible. It is 
particularly bad news for the 
economy of the area.” 

Sarah Howard, chairman of the 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “I can only confirm it is 
disappointing news which is 
going to have a considerable 
impact on the people affected and 
their families. 

“Most people in the area will 
know someone who works or has 
worked at Vion - historically it 


has been a major employer in the 
town. 

“We hope our workforce contin¬ 
ues to benefit from the creation of 
new jobs as the Haverhill area 
continues to attract companies to 
our town.” 

The announcement comes just 
days after Dalehead Foods, part of 
the Tulip group, said 90 jobs could 
go when it closes the abattoir at 
its pork processing plant in 
Linton, which employs 385 staff.

THE organisers of a 
baby sign and play 
class are the latest 
to back our St Nich¬ 
olas Hospice at 
Home Appeal. 

Jo Brown, who runs 
the Hullabaloo Kids 
group, will donate the 
first week’s class fee of 
any new members to the 
Weekly News hospice 
appeal.

Children under the age 
of two are taught to 
communicate with a 
mixture of British Sign 
Language and Makaton, 
a language in which 
users are first encour¬ 
aged to communicate 
using signs until these 
are gradually replaced 
with words once a link is 
made between the sign 
and the word. 

Jo said: “Children can 
show what they want 
with their hands before 
they can talk. 

“We use British Sign 
Language and Makaton. 
We teach them through 
nursery rhymes, like The

Wheels on the Bus. We 
also do multi-sensory 
play.” 

The group meets from 
1.30pm to 2.30pm on 
Tuesday and the fee is 
£3.50. Jo said she will 
donate the fee from new 
mums joining the group 
and match it with £3.50 
herself until the end of 
February 

She said: “I’ve been 
following the campaign 
in the paper. I thought it 
would be nice to get the 
younger ones involved.”

Thanks to the gen¬ 
erosity of readers, busi¬ 
nesses and other local 
organisations and fund¬ 
raisers, the total now 
exceeds £30,000.

can be provided to 
safeguard jobs and 
“grow the business” 
in the future. 

Richard Ellis, 
EEDA chairman, 
said: “The pig ind¬ 
ustry is an imp¬ 
ortant part of the 
East of England 
economy with many 
jobs reliant on the 
Haverhill plant as 
part of the supply 
chain. 

“EEDA will be 
working with Suff¬ 
olk County Council 
and St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Coun¬ 
cil to maintain the 
processing plant in 
Haverhill and safe¬ 
guard the majority 
of jobs dependant 
on it.” 

A spokesman for 
the union Unite said 
its priority is to 
resist compulsory 
redundancies and 
safeguard jobs. 

He said: “Unite is 
seeking urgent talks 
with the Vion 
group.” 

Vion has an 
annual turnover of 
more than 9.5 billion 
euros and employs 
35,000 people world¬ 
wide.

Mr Nafi said the improvement 
works could lead to a loss in 
trade for their duration. 

He said: “I’ve been in Queen 
Street for 25 years. I’ve seen it 
changed before and it took quite 
a few months and our trade was 
down 25 to 30 per cent. We will 
lose trade.” 

Mr Rand said the final designs 
were still being completed and he 
expected work to start after 
Easter and to be completed 


before the new Tesco store opens 
in the autumn. 

Traders also asked if the one¬ 
way traffic flow could be 
reversed. Mr Rand said this was 
an issue for the county council, 
as the highways authority, but 
the scheme would not prejudice a 
change in the future. 

He reported back on the results 
of a public consultation exercise 
on the Queen Street proposal that 
ended last October. 

The public gave their views on 
increased pedestrian priority, the 
erection of gates to restrict 
traffic at Swan Lane and Lower 
Downs Slade and preferences for 
the inclusion of public art in the 
scheme. 

Mr Rand said: “We had a very 
successful consultation and had 
414 responses. 

“In terms of pedestrian prior¬ 
ity, there is a feeling in favour of 
improving it. And the overwhelm-

Petrol fill-up scam 
pair spared prison 


TWO thrill-seeking 
friends have been spared 
prison sentences after 
stealing fuel worth £1,800 
in a petrol station scam. 

Seeking an adrenalin rush, 
car-loving pals Jason Farrant 
and Trevor Sewell drove to 
service stations across East 
Anglia to fill up before 
presenting a bank card which 
could not be authorised, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard last 
week. 

The pair then took advantage 
of a procedure used by filling 
stations for drivers who are 
unable to pay, which saw staff 
take their names and addresses 
along with a promise that they 
would pay within seven days. 

The men left false details, 
which meant they could not be 
traced, and made no effort to 
pay. 

Over a two-year period, they 
committed dozens of offences, 
targeting Tesco 33 times and 
Sainsbury’s on eight occasions. 

The court was told how the 
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two men, who are both from 
Haverhill, had got an “ad¬ 
renalin rush” from the offences 
until they were caught in April 
last year. 

Sewell said he had also en¬ 
joyed driving Farrant’s car 
knowing he had no licence and 
was not covered by insurance. 

Ian James, mitigating for 
both defendants, said: “They 
have alleviated their boredom 
by driving out in Mr Farrant’s 
car and allowed the local 
supermarkets to bear the cost 
of the fuel.” 

Both men pleaded guilty to 
three joint charges of fraud by 
false representation, while 
Farrant pleaded guilty to three 
further similar charges. 

Farrant, 22, of Shardlow 
Close, also asked for 37 similar 
offences to be taken into con¬ 
sideration, while Sewell, also, 
22, of Allington Walk, had 12 
considered. 

Farrant also pleaded guilty to 


two offences of permitting the 
use of a vehicle without insur¬ 
ance and two of permitting the 
driving of a vehicle not in 
accordance with a licence. 
Sewell pleaded guilty to two 
charges of driving without a 
licence and two of driving 
without insurance. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said both men had made full 
admissions after they were 
arrested. 

She added that when Farrant 
visited a filling station where 
he had previously failed to pay 
for fuel, it would be Sewell who 
went to the kiosk. 

Sentencing them, Judge John 
Devaux ordered Farrant to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
community work and banned 
him from driving for 12 months. 

Sewell was ordered to comp¬ 
lete 150 hours of community 
service and banned from hold¬ 
ing a driving licence for 12 
months. 

A further hearing will invest¬ 
igate how the men should pay 
back the money to the petrol 
stations.

CAB faces soaring 
inquiries over debt 


THE number of people 
seeking advice for new 
financial problems at the 
Haverhill Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau (CAB) has 
almost trebled in a year. 

Staff say their workload has 
increased enormously as 
people flood through their 
doors with concerns about 
benefits, debt, employment 
and housing. 

A comparison of the figures 
for the last three months of 
2008 with the same period in 
2007 shows overall enquiries 
on all matters has gone up by 
44 per cent - but the startling 
increase of 269 per cent is 
from people with new finan¬ 
cial or employment-related 
problems. 

Brigitte Haig, the bureau

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manager, said: “We have had 
an enormous increase in 
clients coming to us for help. 
In the last quarter of last year 
we had a 269 per cent increase 
in clients with new problems. 

“We find a large number of 
our clients who have lost their 
jobs are unfamiliar with the 
benefit system. We have people 
who are in danger of losing 
their houses because they 
have not provided all the 
evidence needed to claim 
benefits. 

“We have had a 65 per 
increase in new benefits 
inquiries, for debt it was up 41 
per cent, for employment we 
had an increase of 37 per cent 


and for housing 41 per cent. 
When you look at all enquiries 
together, we’ve had a 44 per 
cent increase.” 

She has managed the office 
for more than a decade and 
said this is the worst situation 
she has encountered. 

She said: “I took over the job 
when we were entering the 
last recession in the 1990s. We 
never expected that to happen 
again but this time it’s worse.” 

The bureau is open from 
11am to 2pm Monday and 
Friday and from 11am to 3pm 
Tuesday and Thursday for 
drop-in sessions. Appoint¬ 
ments can be booked on (01440) 
762194. 

The CAB has 25 staff but 
new volunteers are always 
welcome. They can call (01440) 
763946 to offer their help.

Day of action 
on the A1307 


POLICE issued fines and con¬ 
fiscated cars in a day of 
action on the notorious A1307 
Cambridge to Haverhill road. 

Officers in cars and on motorbikes 
worked with the automatic number 
plate recognition vehicle in Mon¬ 
day’s day of enforcement and 
education to target unsafe drivers. 

The road has been the scene of a 
number of fatal accidents, with 28 
people losing their lives over a 10- 
year period. The section between the 
Four Went Ways junction and the 
county boundary near Haverhill has 
been classified as a high casualty 
route. 

Police are hoping the A1307 action 
days will have an effect on drivers’ 
behaviour and reduce the carnage. 

Insp Bob Turner said: “We have to 
do something to try to bring down 
the number of collisions and 
casualties. It’s about enforcement 
and education. 

“This road has such a bad record, 
with so many accidents in such a 
short stretch. We are targeting people 
who are not driving safely, people 
who are speeding, who are not 
wearing seatbelts or have no in¬ 
surance. 

“People with no insurance are 
more likely to be involved in crashes 
and we have seized vehicles without 
insurance.” 

Thirteen people lost their lives in 
accidents between the Four Went 
Ways junction and the county 
boundary between January 2003 and 
last May. A further 30 suffered 
serious injuries and there were 99 
slight injuries. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
launched a four-week safety camp-

aign in October in a bid to influence 
driver behaviour. 

Signs on that stretch of the road 
now tell drivers it is a high casualty 
route, urging them to “slow down, 
take care, stay alive”. 

Insp Turner said speed was an inf¬ 
luencing factor in fatal accidents on 
the A1307 but that drivers’ lack of 
concentration was the most likely 
cause of deaths. 

He said: “Fatal road accidents are 
horrendous. They affect families and 
the community One mistake can cost 
a life.” 

The police issued 30 fixed penalty 
notices for a variety of offences 
such as failure to wear a seatbelt 
and driving while on a mobile 
phone. 

Two cars were seized for having 
no insurance and four drivers were 
given notices for vehicle defects. 


Safety 

work 

begins 


WORK began this 
week on a safety 
scheme to improve 
an accident-blighted 
junction on the 
A1307. 

The scheme will see 
major changes 
made to the junction 
of the A1307 with 
Horseheath Green 
Road, widening the 
road as well as 
resurfacing it and 
providing a new 
pedestrian island 
with crossing 
facilities and new 
footways. 

The junction has 
seen two fatal acci¬ 
dents in the last five 
years involving 
people crossing the 
road and a 
catalogue of acci¬ 
dents causing minor 
injuries to those 
involved. 

New bus shelters 
and better street 
lighting will also be 
installed as part of 
the work. 

Users of the stretch 
are being warned, 
however, that the 
work is likely to 
cause delays to their 
journeys. 

Cllr Matt Bradney, 
cabinet member for 
transport, said: 

“I have taken a 
personal interest in 
making sure we 
deliver on these 
schemes and do all 
that we can to 
reduce the number 
of accidents on this 
road. The road has 
been designated as 
a hazardous route 
and this scheme is 
part of an overall 
package of 
improvements on 
the A1307.”

ALMOST 200 children were 
the victims of sexual offences 
in Cambridgeshire last year 

The figures were obtained as part 
of a national investigation by the 
NSPCC. 

The statistics, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show 
there were 189 victims under the age 
of 18 in the county. 

Cambridgeshire police did not 
supply a breakdown of how old the 
children were at the time of the 
offences. 

Phillip Noyes, NSPCC director of 
public policy, said: “These shocking 
figures reveal just how young many 
of the reported victims of sex abuse 
are, with even one-year-olds being at 
risk, although the highest numbers 
of offences were against children in 
their early teens.

Rainforest appeal bears fruit for apes 


A CITY bid to save some of the 
world’s most endangered 
rainforest has been hailed a huge 
success. 

The Cambridge Rainforest Appeal 
was launched by aerospace firm 
Marshall of Cambridge only a few 
weeks ago, with the backing of Sir 
David Attenborough. 

The aim was to raise £200,000 for 


the charity of which Sir David is 
patron, the World Land Trust, 
which buys up threatened land 
around the world to safeguard 
wildlife - and the money has now 
already been collected. 

The trust will use it to buy land in 
Borneo, to secure the future of 
more than 600 orangutans. 
Michael Marshall, the appeal’s 


chairman, said: “I am proud to be 
associated with such an important 
appeal on behalf of the world’s 
biodiversity and contributing so 
significantly to the avoidance of 
carbon emissions which the 
burning of forests would cause.” 
Sir David said: “Every bit of 
rainforest lost in Borneo is less 
space for orangutans to survive.” 


“It’s a grim picture but this is only 
a snapshot, as our research indicates 
there are many more abused chil¬ 
dren whose suffering never comes to 
light.” 

In total, there were 20,758 alleged 
sex crimes involving under-18s 
reported to officers in England and 
Wales in 2008. 

The force which reported the most 
offences was the Metropolitan 
Police, which had worked on the 
cases of 3,336 victims - including 
eight who were just one year old.

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Optimism grows 
for house sales 


HOUSE sales in the 
eastern region could 
pick up in the next three 
months, according to a 
chartered surveyors’ 
organisation. 

The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) said its members 
reported “a slight in¬ 
crease in transactions” 
over the past three 
months, bucking the 
national trend, which 
has seen sales plummet 
to an all-time low. 

The RICS said: “The 
number of transactions 
grew slightly in the East 
of England in Dec¬ 
ember, despite the run¬ 
up to Christmas trad¬ 
itionally being a quiet 
period. 

“East of England 
chartered surveyors 
report that they expect 
sales to increase over 
the next three months.

The increase in interest 
reflects both the drop in 
asking prices and recent 
cuts in interest rates.” 

David Potter, operat¬ 
ions director for the 
region, said: “Buyer 
interest in the region 
has picked up slightly 
but without mortgage 
finance, the housing 
market will not see any 
marked improvement, 
and transaction levels 
will continue to remain 
very low. 

“First-time buyers 
and owner-occupiers 
are now stuck in a 
market which does not 
fulfil their aspirations. 

“The Government 
must act now to ensure 
that order is restored to 
the housing market. 

“A first step would be 
for it to provide guar¬ 
antees for the new 
issuance of residential 
mortgage-backed secur¬ 
ities.” 

John Pocock, of 
Pocock and Shaw estate 
agents in Cambridge, 
said: “The impression 
we get is that more 
people than expected 
are starting to think 
about coming into the 
housing market, and the 
low interest rates are 
encouraging investors 
to purchase.” 


Police have 58,000 
on DNA database

CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
police have stored nearly 
60,000 profiles on the 
national DNA database - 
equivalent to one in 
every 10 people in the 
county 

The database includes the 
genetic details of 7,500 children 
who were arrested in the 
county. Some of the children 
are as young as 10. 

Many of the people whose 
records are included in the 
figures, released to the Weekly 
News under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act powers, have never 
been convicted of a crime. 

Civil liberties campaigners - 
including Cambridge MP David 
Howarth - called for the ever¬ 
growing database to be scaled 
back. 

But the Cambridgeshire 
force said it played a key role in 
fighting crime. 

Currently police take DNA 
samples from anyone arrested 
in the county on suspicion of 


committing a recordable crime. 

While the profiles of 
4.3 million people are stored by 
police forces nationwide, last 
month European judges ruled 
that retention of the genetic 
details of 857,000 innocent 
citizens was unlawful. 

The Government has until 
March to comply with the 
judgment. 

Cambridgeshire police have 
placed 58,000 profiles on the 
database, including 162 
children aged 10 and 355 aged 
11 - although some profiles may 


be duplicates. Official estimates 
put the county’s population at 
597,000. 

Andrew Watson, co-ordinator 
of the Cambridge N02ID 
campaign, said: “It is a 
fundamental right that each of 
us should be able to continue 
our lives unmolested by the 
state unless the state has a good 
reason. 

“The database stigmatises 
people.” 

David Howarth said the DNA 
database was a useful but “far 
from perfect” crime-fighting 


tool, warning that around 
500,000 profiles on the register 
were incorrect and that the 
growth of the database had not 
increased detection rates. 

He said: “It is important to 
confine the permanent data¬ 
base to people convicted of 
crimes, with perhaps the 
addition for a specific period of 
time of those accused of 
serious crimes.” 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokeswoman said the force 
followed national guidelines. 

She added: “We get about 50 
DNA matches a month. 
However, officers look for 
supporting evidence before 
bringing charges.” 

Of the surrounding forces, 
Essex police had loaded the 
highest number of profiles, 
136,000, onto the system. 

Bedfordshire stored 49,000 
and Hertfordshire had included 
80,000, compared with Suffolk’s 
figure of 51,000. 

A Home Office spokeswoman 
said the database had 
“revolutionised the way the 
police can protect the public 
through identifying offenders 
and securing more convict¬ 
ions”.

THE TOYOTA Aygo was 
Britain’s slowest 

depreciating car in 2008 , 
according to research 
from parkers.co.uk. 

In its annual depreciation 
report, Parker’s compared last 
January’s new prices with what 
an owner could expect to get if 
they sold privately now. A 
buyer who got their hands on 
an Toyota Aygo last year will 
now have lost just £1515 over 12 
months - the equivalent of just 
£4 per day 

This year’s report is more 
important than ever as car 
buyers tighten their belts and 
seek-out cars that will save 
them money 

The Fiat 500 makes its 
appearance in the top 10 - and 
it’s a strong one. The mix of 
retro-inspired looks and low 
running costs has made it the 
right car at the right time. It’s 
been a hit with buyers and 
made it one of 2008’s must-have 
cars. It even finished ahead of 
the MINI, which has been a star 
performer for residual values 
since 2001. 

All the cars in this year’s top 
10 have one thing in common: 
they’re all small. Increased 
demand from buyers trading 


down to smaller, more 
economical cars has pushed up 
prices - something that’s set to 
continue as recession bites. The 
combined loss of the top 10 is 
around £100 less than it was in 
2007. 

At the foot of the table the 
buyers who have lost a small 
fortune are those that started 
out with a large one. The 
Maybach continues to lose eye¬ 
watering sums in the first year 
of ownership, while the owners 
of most luxury cars need to be 
prepared to lose a substantial 


sum in their first year of 
ownership. 

Kieren Puffett, editor of 
parkers.co.uk said: “The 
popularity of small cars has 
risen steadily over the past five 
year, but they’re now really 
starting to strike a chord with 
buyers. With low road tax, and 
great fuel economy, many 
families are turning to them to 
bring down household costs.

Volkswagen’s new mid- 
engined, rear-wheel drive 
concept roadster attracted 
much attention in North 
America, another design 
study that was presented 
with no immediate news of 
production possiblities. 

Named Concept BlueSport 
to define its environmental 
and sporting aspirations, the 
two-seater roadster employs 
a mid-mounted 2.0-litre 
common-rail diesel 
engine, with a 
lightweight 
chassis, to 
enhance sharp 
dynamics. The 
car can 

accelerate from 
standstill to 62mph in 
6.6 seconds, with a top speed 
of 140mph. 

Ford was pushing its 
plans for alternative-power 
cars, with chairman Bill 
Ford announcing hybrid, 
plug-in hybrid, and battery- 
electric cars. The Blue Oval 
firm will launch at least 
four high-mileage battery- 
electric vehicles by 2012. 

Audi debuted a new 
Sportback concept, one that 
shares the dimensions of 
the existing A6 saloon, and 
which is driven by a new 
47mpg-plus 3.0-litre turbo¬ 
diesel engine. 

And, still at the premium 
end of the market, Lexus 
revealed its HS 250h (above), 
the world’s first dedicated 
luxury hybrid vehicle. The 
2.4-litre HS 250h (pictured 
above), on sale in the US 


later this year, will be 
Lexus’ fourth hybrid and 
the most fuel-efficient 
vehicle in its line-up. 

It will also be the first 
Lexus to utilise carbon- 
neutral plastic materials in 
the car’s futuristic cockpit. 

The firm is pushing its 
hybrid technology after its 
research revealed that more 
than 60 per cent of first¬ 
time luxury car buyers 
would consider a 
hybrid. 

The next- 
generation 
Toyota 
Prius was 
also un¬ 
veiled 
in Detroit. 
Toyota has promised even 
more frugal motoring for 
the best-selling hybrid. 

The Prius retains a 1.8- 
litre petrol with an electric 
motor with either or both 
able to power the car along. 

The drivetrain has seen 
improvements in weight 
and efficiency and there 
have been reductions in 
weight and improvement in 
aerodynamics in general. 

The new Prius is expected 
to go on sale this summer. 

So, with few 
manufacturers in Detroit 
expanding on the economic 
crisis, the message was 
clear - many expect to 
weather the current tough 
trading conditions and 
come out the other side with 
the kind of cars that will 
consolidate their future.
